WAR, MIGRATION, AND In 1789, France's population of 26.3 million 
THE DEMOGRAPHIC DE- was greater than that of any nation west of 
CLINE OF FRANCE Russia. The pressure of an over-dense 
agricultural population on the limited re- 
sources available to it within the existing political-economic system 
was being steadily intensified by an annual surplus of births over 
deaths amounting to perhaps six per thousand. Then came the Revolu- 
tion, the Empire, and the mighty struggle forcontinental hegemony that 
led through twenty-three years of war to the defeat at Waterloo. Less 
than half of the 2.8 million French men who had served in the armies 
of the Revolution and the Empire remained alive in 1815. France had 
lost perhaps one-fourth of her young men, but the recuperative powers 
of a young and predominantly peasant population were great, despite 
the relatively low level of national fertility. Official estimates 
and counts indicate an increase of three million in total population 
between 1789 and 1815. Corroborative evidence of the continued popu- 
lation increase throughout the war period is found in the recorded 
natural increase of five per thousand population for the decade 
from 1806 to 1815. 


The losses of the Napoleonic period produced scars that remained 
in the age structure of France for many decades. The impact of war was 
especially apparent in the birth cohorts of the years from 1786 to 1796. 
Originally diminished innumbers by the birth deficits and the excess 
mortality of the early years of the Revolution, the boys of this gen- 
eration reached age 18 in the period from 1804 to 1814 and suffered 
the heaviest fatalities inthe wars of Empire. The fundamental demo- 
graphic transformation of France, however, was not produced by the spec- 
tacular losses of war but by the slow and apparently irreversible de- 
cline of fertility that has continued essentially unabated from some- 
time in the eighteenth century to the present. 


Mortality remained the major determinant of population growth or 
decline in France until the nineteenth century. There is some histori- 
cal evidence that patterns of family limitation were becoming accepted 
by the middle and upper classes of France prior to the Revolution and 
the Empire, although the statistical data are too fragmentary for de- 
finitive analysis. If the reported birth rate of 31 to 33 measures 
the actual level of fertility in the first decades of the nineteenth 
century, decline must have been in process for some decades prior to 
the Revolution. Whatever the factsasto the beginnings of the demo- 
graphic transition inFrance, the social and intellectual ferment of the 
period of the Revolution and the Empire hastened the integration of 
the small family pattern into the basic values of peasant France. 


The trend of fertility in France was generally downward in the 
century from the end of the Napoleonic Wars to the beginning of World 
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War I. The vital statistics and census data prior to 1850 are so 
limited that there are appreciable margins of error inany vital rates, 
whether crude or standardized. However, the crude birth rate appar- 
ently declined from 32 in 1811-1820 to 21 in1901-1910, the gross repro- 
duction rate from 2.0 in 1806-1820 to 1.3 in 1901-1910. The effects 
of this persistently declining fertility were partially offset by de- 
clining mortality, with the result that the net reproduction rate 
fluctuated within remarkably narrow limits. It oscillated around 
l.linthe first decades of the nineteenth century, but declined from 
1815 to 1860, passing below unity in1846, 1847, 1849, and 1854-1859. 
In this period rapid declines in fertility more than counterbalanced 
gradual declines in mortality. From 1860 to 1875 the situation was 
reversed, mortality declining fairly rapidly while fertility rose some- 
what. The net reproduction rate went above unity to reach the level 
of the early decades of the century. Both fertility and mortality 
declined fairly consistently from 1880 to 1914, but the decline of 
fertility was more rapid. In only four of the twenty-five years be- 
tween 1890 and 1914 was the fertility of the women of France adequate 
to replace their numbers at the then existing levels of mortality. 
(See chart on front cover.) 


Uross and net reproduction rates as ordinarily computed measure 
what the total and net fertility of acohort of women would be if the 
fertility and mortality schedules of aparticular time period remained 
in force from the birth of the women to the end of the childbearing 
period. When the secular trends infertility and mortality are downward, 
procedures that by implication project the schedules of a specific 
time period into the future mask the magnitude of thedeclines that 
are occurring. Realizing this, M. Depoid of the French Statistical 
Office made the estimates necessary to develop generation gross and 
tet reproduction rates for each cohort of girls born from 1826-1830 
through 1901-1905. His laborious computations reveal the surprising 
fact that no generation of women from 1826-1830 through 1901-1905 
replaced itself. Each 100 girls born between 1826 and 1855 would 
have borne from 160 to 166 daughters if there had been no deaths 
prior to the end of the childbearing period. The number of daughters 
they actually bore lacked two to six per cent of being sufficient to 
replace their numbers, considered at their birth. French fertility, 
below replacement in a dynamic sense by the end of the first quarter 
of the nineteenth century, continued to decline throughout the century. 
The cohort of 1901-1905, which reached the age of maximum reproduc- 
tivity in the rebound of births after World War I, had a generation 
gross reproduction rate of only 1.0 and a generation net rate of 


only 0.8. 


Decline in the population of France prior to World War I was 
probably averted only by the assimilation of increasing numbers of 
youth from the surrounding countries. The number of aliens and natu- 
ralized citizens enumerated in the censuses of France increased from 
395 thousand in 1851 to 1.2 million in 1886 and 1.5 millionin1gll. 
Net migration was responsible for perhaps one-eighth of the total popu- 
lation increase in France from 1821 to 1851, one-fifth to one-fourth 
from 1851 to 1891, and two-fifths to three-fifths from 1891 to 1911. 
Although the inaccuracies in French statistics make precise analysis 











difficult, it is clear that net migration contributed an increasing 
proportion of the population growth that occurred inFrance inthe cen- 
tury between the end ofthe Napoleonic Wars and the beginning of World 
War I. Furthermore, the migrants andatleast their first generation 
descendants in France contributed disproportionately to the maintenance 
of even that minimum rate of natural increase which continued through- 
out the nineteenth and into the first decades of the twentieth century. 


The declining fertility that was apparent inFrance by the early 
nineteenth century was todevelop later in all the nations of Western 
culture, but its earlier and more persistent development in France 
retarded her population growth sensibly below that of hermore prolific 
neighbors, despite the continuing supplementation of low natural in- 
crease by immigration. Population increase in the nineteenth century 
amounted to113 per cent for all Europe, 164 per cent for the British 
Isles, 127 percent for Germany, and 80 percent for Italy, but only 43 
per cent for France. 


The successive censuses of France portray the catastrophic impact 
of the continued decline in fertility on military manpower and mili- 
tary potential. The France of Napoleon possessed assured demographic 
superiority over eachof her potential enemies, with the possible ex- 
ception of Russia, and even here technical superiority probably com- 
pensated for any numerical inequality. By 1870, France and Germany 
were approaching equality in military manpower. In 1866, France had 
4,437 thousand men in the military ages of 20 to 34. In 1871, the 
manpower of a victorious Germany which included Aisace-Lorraine was 


4,684 thousand. 


The demographic inequality between France and Germany widened 
steadily after 1870, despite the acceleration of the rate of migration 
into France. Only 4.5 million men between the ages of 20 and 34 were 
enumerated inthe French census of 1911; Germany within her 1910 fron- 
tiers had 7.7 million meninthis age group. Within the comparatively 
short period of four decades, relative equality in military manpower 
as between France and Germany had been replaced by a German numeri 
superiority of over three million men. 


The population deficit of France inthe four years of World War’ I 
amounted to over three million, 7.7 per cent of her total 1914 popula- 
tion. Direct military losses amounted to 1.3 million; excess civil- 
ian deaths over age one, to240 thousand; and the deficit of births, to 
1.7 million. France's population declined from 41.5 million in 
1911 to 39.2 million in 1921, a net loss of 2.3 million within a 
decade. Germany's losses during the war years were greater than those 
of France, but her population increased from 58.4 million in 1910 
to 62.4 million in1925, an increase of four million in fifteen years. 
A century earlier, the population of France itself had continued to in- 
crease throughout a quarter century of war. By 1918, France had lost 
the demographic resiliency inherent in a young and fertile popula- 
tion. Demographic fact had become political tragedy forafFrance which 
was to face another great war within less thana quarter of acentury. 
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The manpower needs of France inthe decade after World War I were 
met by the immigration of laborers, particularly from Italy and Poland. 
By 1926, there were 2,409 thousand aliens and 249 thousand naturalized 
citizens in France. The number increased somewhat by 1931, then de- 
creased by 1936. Only 26 per cent of the net increase of 2,625 tnou- 
sand inthe population of France between 1921 and 1931 was due to the 
excess of births overdeaths, whereas 74 per cent was due tonet immigra- 
tion. Even this figure underestimates the contribution of the immi- 
grant to the population growth of France, since the higher fertility 
of the migrant women contributed to the maintenance of an excess of 
births over deaths in the total population of the country. 


Despite the accelerated immigration and the increasing emphasis 
on population policy, the downward trend in French fertility was resumed 
after a brief increase in the first years of peace. The economic 
crisis of the early 'thirties was reflected both ina sharp decline in 
fertility and inthe virtual cessation of immigration. It was in this 
period of cyclical deflation of population growth that the decimated 
cohorts of the First World War entered the reproductive years. By 
1935 the gross reproduction rate had declined tol.0, the net rate to 
0.9. The crude birth rate was 15.3, the crude death rate 15.7. Fertil- 
ity increased somewhat with the economic recovery of the late 'thirties, 
but in no year from 1935 to the present has the ‘number of births ex- 
ceeded the number of deaths. 


In September, 1939, the German armies marched across the Polish 
frontier and France was againatwar. On May 10, 1940, Germany invaded 
the Lov Countries. Six weeks later France signed anarmistice with a 
victorious Germany. The active participation of the French armies in 
the war against the Axis armies inFrance was ended. The military dead 
numbered only 100 thousand, but an army of 1,750 thousand men had 
become prisoners of war. One and one-half million remained prisoners 
at the end of 1940, 1.4 million of them from the 87 departments left 
to France after the temporary cession of Alsace-Lorraine to Germany. 
The resident population of truncated France, 39,250 thousand on Sep- 
tember 1, 1939, was reduced to 37,470 thousand onJune 22, 1940. (Ger- 
mans, Spanish refugees, and prisoners of war interned infrontstalags 
are not counted in the population of France.) 


Data now available inthe publications of the Statistical Office 
of France permit a broad description of the demographic history of the 
war years, although precise analysis is not yet possible. Deterioration 
of the registration system doubtless occurred during the five years 
of the German occupation. Refugee flights, air bombardment,.and mili- 
tary action all disrupted reporting services. Furthermore, the various 
biases introduced by a rationing system served both to inflate the 
populations based on ration counts and to disturb the reporting of 
births and deaths. 


The increases incivilian mortality during World War II appear to 
have been much less than those that occurred during World War I. The 
crude death rate for civilians increased from 15.5 to 1939 to 19.1 
in 1940, decreased to reach a war-time low of 16.7 in 1943, and then 
increased to 20.4in1944. If military deaths are excluded, the maxi- 
mum civilian death rate was that of 18.3 in 1940. The increases in 
mortality that did occur were highly concentrated among the young and 




















the aged. Infant mortality, 64 in 1938-1939, reached 88 in 1940, de- 
clined to 70 in 1942, and then climbed to reach 77 in 1944. These 
increases occurred despite an expansion in family allowances and 
welfare provisions and, what is perhaps more significant, despite ra- 
tion schedules designed to protect pregnant and nursing women and their 
babies. The deaths of the aged increased disproportionately, owing in 
part to the greater physical vulnerability of this group, in part to 
the severely limited rations available for the superannuated. There 
were also wide regional variations in the incidence of this rise in 
mortality. In general, mortality increased more in the cities than in 
the rural areas, more in the Occupied than in the Unoccupied Zone. 
Furthermore, death rates reflect only incompletely that increase of 
disease and deterioration of health which lessens the vitality and 
increases the morbidity and mortality of those who survive the war 
period itself. 


The decline of fertility that occurred during World War II was 
also much less than that of World Warl, whether considered in absolute 
or in relative terms. The number of live births, 580 thousand in 
1939, decreased to a low of 490 thousand in 1941 but then increased 
to a maximum of 600 thousand in 1944. The crude birth rate, 14.6 in 
1939, declined to 13.1in1941, and then increased to16.3 in1944. The 
number of births per thousand married women between the ages of15 and 
50 declined from 90 in 1939 to'77in1941, and then increased to 89in 
1943. The number of births per thousand married women with husbands 
present in France decreased from 90 in 1939 to 85 in 1941, and rose 
to 95 in1942 and 99 in1943. These increases in fertility in the later 
war years occurred in spite of acontinuing deficit of new marriages, 
and in spite of the absence of overamillion French men as prisoners 
of the Germans. Facile explanations can be deduced from specifically 
French experience. Ration allowances were especially favorable for 
pregnant women and nursing mothers. The government of Vichy consis- 
tently extended the family assistance provisions of the Code de Famille, 
and there was relatively full employment. These specific factors 
would provide a rational explanation of the behavior of the French 
birth rate were it not for the fact that the fertility patterns of 
the war years inFrance were essentially similar to those that occurred 
in the United Kingdom, the British Dominions, and the United States. 


Whether the ultimate explanation of the fertility variations dur- 
ing the war years inthe Western countries be found infull employment, 
government policies, or psychological re-evaluations of the role of 
family and children, itisapparent that the birth deficits of World War 
II were considerably less than those of World War I. Only the events 
of the future can determine the extent to which the maintenance oreven 
increase of births during the war years may decrease the number of 
births that occur in later years. In France, the increase in births 
appears to have been concentrated in the higher orders andat the later 
ages. If so, compensatory declines infertility in later years may be 
reduced to a minimum. 


The relatively favorable mortality and the increasing fertility 
in the later war years lessened the demographic costs of World War II 
to France, but they were not sufficient to avert an increase in the 
rate of depopulation. The excess of registered deaths over births, 37 
thousand in 1939, reached 200 thousand in1940, declined to 20 thousand 











in 1943, and then increased to109 thousand in 1944. The French Sta- 
tistical Office estimates that the natural decrease between September 
7, 1959, and May 1, 1945, amounted to 530 thousand. 


The Statistical Office of France has already published a pro- 
visional demographic balance of the war. The population of 41.5 mil- 
lion at the outbreak of war was reduced to 40.1° million by May 1, 
1945.. (The latter estimate includes the exiles in process of repatria- 
tion.) The total population loss thus amounted tol.4 million persons. 
Since there wasanet emigration of 300 thousand, the surplus of deaths 
over births for the war years amounted to 1.1 million, 2.7 per cent 
of the total prewar population of the country. The deaths due to war 

ounted to 560 thousand: 150 thousand military dead or those dying of 
wounds; 120 thousand civil victims of war; 40 thousand shot ormassa- 
cred; and 250 thousand deaths of French citizens held outside France 
by the enemy. 


The demographic costs of World War II to France were slight com- 
pared to those of World War I or the Napoleonic Wars, but they repre- 
sented anew phenomenon in the history of the West—-a net population 
loss to a nation already declining. The fear of population decline 
became almost a national obsession in France during the war years. 
Responsible officials of government, the schola*s inthe universities, 
and the people who write and speak inan attempt to mold public opin- 
ion agreed that progressive depopulation was a national calamity for 
France and must be averted. 


The family allowances that form the core of French population 
policy were extended under the Vichy regime. The Ministry of Labor 
and Social Security was responsible for enforcing the ever-increasing 
decrees and regulations, anda General Secretariat for the Family 
and Population under the Ministry of Health was responsible for improv- 
ing and implementing the existing policies and surveying popula- 
tion trends asabasis for the development of more effective policies. 
The continuity of French population policy was maintained by the Gov- 
ernment of National Liberation. An Inter-Ministerial Committee and 
an Advisory Committee on Population and the Family were appointed in 
April, 1945, to examine fertility trends, rural population, urban de- 
centralization, and immigration. Family allowances were increased 
under Vichy, again under DeGaulle. Income tax schedules were further 
adjusted, costs of education reduced, and the protection of pregnant 
women extended. It is difficult to assess the relationship between 
these expanded population policies and the relative maintenance of 
the birth rate throughout the war years. Whether birth rates might 
have fallen more or risen less without a given policy is after all 
an indeterminate problem. 


The successive governments of France have emphasized the. pre-emi-. 
nent need for anincrease in births in France in the postwar years, but 
they have been realistic enough to know thatarapidly increasing pop- 
ulation in the France of the next few decades cannot be secured by 
increases in fertility alone, whatever the population policy. Imme- 
diate increases can be secured only by the planned immigration and 
assimilation of millions of immigrants from the population-surplus 
areas of Europe. The New York Times of April 7, 1946, reports that 














France plans to admit 30 thousand migrants, primarily Italians, in 
1946 as the first contingent of two million carefully selected’ immi- 
grants to be admitted within the next decade. 


The evaluation of French population and economic policies is be- 
yond the province of the present note. Perhaps French fertility may 
increase sufficiently to stabilize the-population of France at alevel 
somewhat lower thanits present size. Perhaps the immigration of Ital- 
l1ans may be so controlled as to guarantee the maintenance or even the 
increase of the population of France without at the same time jeopar- 
dizing her cultural homogeneity and political stability. France can 
scarcely hope to secure a population increase adequate to return to 
her the demographic and political hegemony of the continent she pos- 
sessed a century and a half ago under the aegis of Napoleon. It is 
doubtful whether the achievement of the almost unattainable increases 
necessary to secure demographic dominance in Europe west of Russia 
would contribute materially to either the economic or the political 
power of France; certainly it would be deleterious to the welfare of 
her citizens. To orient national policy toward military power would 
appear to be highly irrational. If World War II represents the last 
great attempt of the Germans to secure the domination of the conti- 
nent, then the continued orientation of French demographic and military 
policies toward perennial wars with Germany is hardly necessary. If 
the United Nations fail to prevent another great war, the fate of France 
in that war cannot be altered appreciabisy by demographic armament. 


The long continued decline of fertility that has been respon- 
sible for the slower rate of population growth, the economic well- 
being, and possibly the military defeat of France is a product of 
forces much deeper than military losses and military preparedness. 
Military losses may have reduced the population of France below what 
it would otherwise have been; the consciousness of the losses in tne 
wars of the past and the fears of the wars of the future may even 
have intensified the limitation of fertility. Wars did not cause 
the continuing decline infertility that has led tothe decline of the 
national population. There is no evidence in the history of France 
that militaristic or nationalistic sentiments foralarger population 
can be made powerful enough to secure appreciable increases innational 
fertility. 


The effects of declining fertility have been intensified by war, 
mitigated by migration. After each major war in the modern history 
of France the acute manpower shortages created by that war have been 
met by the importation of labor. As the cumulative birth deficits 
of many decades resulted inrural depopulation and inadequate supplies 
of industrial labor, immigrants were brought in or were permitted to 
move in to fill the vacancies. In the latter part of the nineteenth 
century Levasseur suggested that there was alaw of compensation oper- 
ating in nuptiality, fertility, and mortality tomaintain the relative 
demographic balance of France. Actually that relative stability of 
population which has been so characteristic of France has been due es- 
sentially to the compensatory movements of natural increase and immi- 
gration. 
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To project the population of France into the future on the assump- 
tion that there will be no immigration illustrates the extent of the 
depopulation inherent inthe maintenance, further decline, or increase 
of existing levels of fertility and mortality. To assume that such a 
projected population represents the actual population which will exist 
within the territory of France at some future date is contrary both 
to the historical experience of France and to the present plans of the 
government of France. 


Immigration as an uncontrolled process of adjustment or a con- 
trolled technique has operated and will probably contimue to operate 
in France because France has existed as a slowly increasing or even 
declining nation surrounded by nations still producing exportable 
surpluses of men. It does not appear asafeasible solution to prob- 
lems of population decline when that decline has become general 
throughout the Western world.

THE ECONOMIC DEMOGRAPHY Peasant societies throughout human his- 
OF EASTERN AND SOUTHERN tory have survived biologically and eco- 
EUROPE nomically by the development of strongly 
familistic social structures whose pre- 
eminent values have been centered around the bearing and rearing of 
children. As the maintenance of civil order, the increase and regu- 
larization of the food supply, and the lessening of epidemics cut 
death rates drastically in increasing numbers of such peasant socie- 
ties, fertility patterns remained highly resistant to change. The 
rapid population increase which resulted from this differential rate 
of change in mortality and fertility became so widespread in practi- 
cally all countries that it has now come to be accepted as a normal 
characteristic of rural societies. 


The coincidence of high dependence on subsistence agriculture 
with high birth rates and rapid rates of population increase has been 
described inmimte detail for many areas scattered over all the con- 
tinents. Surprisingly little is know of the inter-relationship be- 
tween agricultural productivity and the numbers or rates of increase 
of the rural people, or of the extent of the "surplus" population 
that actually subsists by agriculture within the recognized problem 
areas of the world. Yet the lessening of the poverty existing 
throughout the great peasant societies requires some empirical anal- 
ysis of the magnitude of the actual and the potential "pressure" of 
people on the land and the extent of the "surplus" population for 
which additional employment opportunities must be provided within or 
outside agriculture. 








It is this central problem of the relation of population to 
productive capacity in agriculture which Wilbert E. Moore has at- 
tacked in his Economic Demography of Eastern and Southern Europe, 
recently issued by the League of Nations as the second in a series 
of studies prepared by the Office of Population Research of Prince- 
ton University. Moore's study is limited to the relatively undevel- 
oped and predominantly agricultural economies of Eastern and South- 
ern Europe, which are analyzed by small areas in each country. Popu- 
lation projections for the individual countries, already available 
in the published research of the Office of Population Research, were 
utilized to document the fact of population increase and to indicate 
its probable magnitude in the absence of war and migration. 


In an empirical evaluation of the magnitude and extent of the 
poverty of Eastern and Southern Europe the first essential was the 
development of an internationally comparable measure of the total 
volume of agricultural production ineach of the countries of Europe. 
The index of physical production utilized was one in which the quan- 
tity of each commodity produced was given a standard weight that re- 
flected the modal European exchange ratio between that commodity and 
a crop basket. The value of agricultural production (in crop units) 
per person dependent on agriculture and per male engaged in agricul- 
ture was then analyzed as an approximate indication of the relative 
income of the agricultural population in the various countries. 
Agricultural production (in crop units) was also related to agricul- 
tural land (in arable equivalents) as an index of the efficiency of 
land utilization. 


Approximate measures of "surplus" population were derived by 
assuming that all population was surplus which was above that nec- 
essary to produce the existing physical volume of production at the 
level of per capita productivity found in Europe as a whole or in 
France. A further and perhaps more refined estimate of surplus was 
computed by assuming that the French productivity for comparable land 
areas existed in Eastern and Southern Europe, determining the popu- 
lation required to produce this theoretical product, and then assum- 
ing the residual agricultural population to be surplus. 


These estimates of physical productivity of agriculture and the 
extent of the surplus population are followed by a broad analysis of 
relevant characteristics and agricultural organization, including 
property, temre, labor relations, and economic and technological 
levels. The possibility of securing increasing levels of production 
and consumption through measures that emphasize agricultural pro- 
duction is viewed pessimistically, primarily because of the slow 
capital accumulation possible within agriculture. A direct demographic 
solution through emigration is regarded as academic. Industrializa- 
tion with a considerable measure of governmental direction and plan- 
ning is not only feasible but has the special advantage of combining 
the increase of product and the reduction of the rate of population 
growth. 


The problems of population pressure so carefully defined, ana- 
lyzed, and evaluated for small areas by Moore are essentially those 
of the mid-'thirties. Alternative possibilities foreconomic amelio- 
ration were discussed on tne implicit assumption that the Europe of ~ 














the future would represent a more or less ordered continuation of 
that of the past. The prefaces to the study are signed in July, 1945, 
before the major outlines of the pattern of the future for Eastern 
Europe were beginning to be discernible. To read in April, 1946, 
of the economic difficulties of a Poland which at existing technolog- 
ical levels hada surplus agricultural population of 9.9 million pro- 
duces almost a nostalgia for the simple economic-demographic prob~ 
lems that once were. Moore presents a reasoned discussion of the 
need for industrialization and the problems of capital deficits— 
but systematic de-indistrialization has occurred to varying degrees 
throughout the East. Economically defensible emigration was not 
politically feasible in the ‘'thirties--but economically indefensi- 
ble emigration is occurring on a vast scale in the ‘forties. Per- 
haps, however, the calm detachment of the late war period permitted 
an evaluation that is essentially more accurate than one that might 
be made in the present period of chaotic uncertainty. The funda- 
mental ethnic, economic, and even demographic problems which have 
evolved through a thousand years. of history continue to exist, what- 
ever the political orientations of the East or the nature of the 
schisms on the continent. Whether the future be evolution or revolu- 
tion, itmust flow from the economic anddemographic situation that is 
described in the Economic Demography of Eastern and Southern Europe.
